London, September 25.—Terence 
MacSwiney, leri mayor of Cork, 
passed a better night at Brixton 
prison last night, and consequently 
was-more refreshed this forenoon. 
MacSwiney had a few hours ef 
sleep, but was said to be In a state. 
of extreme weakness, and able to 
whisper only a couple of words to 
relatives who visited him. The 
severity of the pains in his head, 
from which he suffered yesterday 
was decreased, it was saia. 

This is the forty-fourth @ay of 
Mayor MacSwiney’s hunger strike. 

A bulletin issued late tonight by 
the Irish Self-Determination league 
said that the condition of Lord May- 
or MacSwiney was unchanged. 

DeValera to Mayor’s Wife. 

Washington, September 25.— 
Eamonn de Valera, president of the 
proyisional Irish republic, today 
sent a message to Mrs. MacSwiney, 
wife of the lord mayor of Cork, 
which he made public as follows: 

“We grieve with you in the ten- 
sion of your long agony. The si- 
lent masses, now dumb at the out- 
rage on humanity being committed 
by the British government, cannot 
storm your husband’s prison._ They 
will not, however, forget. They now 
see in its nakedness the hypocrisy 
of the plea with which that gov- 
ernment recently called on the mil- 
lions of the noble-minded of the 
world to assist it and they will yet 
rock that bastille of the subject na- 
tions—the British empire. Please 
tell your noble husband and have

FOR BOLSHEVISM 
IN UNITED STATES 


Washington Claims Third 
‘Internationale Proposes 
‘to Establish Branch to 
Scatter Propaganda. | 


SUPPORT IS ORDERED 
FOR SOVIET RUSSIA 


Spread of Bolshevist Doc- 
trines to United States 
to Be Part of World- 
Wide Campaign.

Washington, September 25.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Establish- 
ment in the United States of a 
branch of the third internationale 
with the object of unifying the ac- 
tivities of the revolutionary organ- 
izations which function on the two 
American continents was ordered by 
the Internationale at -its Moscow 
meeting late in July, it has been 
learned by officials here. 

To further the spread of bolshev- 
ism in the western hemisphere res- 
olutions were adopted at Moscow 
the advices received her stat, pidg- 
ine support both moral and mate- 
rial to strikes, either economic or 
political. Material aid is to be fur- 
nished thes trikers in money paid 
by the American branch of: the In- 
ternationale. 

For General Strike. 

Secret instructions adopted at the 
Moscow meeting are said to provide 
for a general strike of workers, 
particularly the railroad men and 
miners, “if their capitalist govern- 
ments show any indications. to 
strangle the revolution.” All revo- 
lutionary sections, the instructions 
state, “are formally directed to sup- 
port the Russian soviet if they pro- 
claim a revolutionary war.” 

Spread of bolshevist doctrines to 
the United States is part of a world- 
wide campaign, the advices receiv- 
ed here declare. One of the reso- 
lutions adoptd at Moscow asserts 
that “the activities of the third In- 
ternationale should not by any 
means be limited to the territories 
of Europe, but should be extended 
to India, Afghanistan, Turkey, Per- 
sia, Korea, China Indo-China and 
the Latin-American countries. 

In this connection the secret in- 
structions provide for continuation |, 
by the third Internationale of its 
activities nidependently of the trea- 
ties of peace which may be signed 
between soviet Ruissia and th prin- 
cipal powers and without regard to 
the re-eStablishment of economic 
and diplomatie relations which may 
result from these treaties. 

Many Bureaus Provided. 

The third Internationale in addi- 
tion to its definite plans for the 
United @tates according to the ad- 
vices, is to establish bureaus in Bar- 
célona, Spain; in Paris or some oth- 
er French city; in London and in 
the mining district of Wales. The 
local- revolutionary parties in Ger- 
many, Italy, Austria, Czecho-Slova- 
kia, Hungary, Jugo-Slavia Rumania, 
Bulgaria and Scandinavia are in- 
structed to eStablish their branches 
at their own discretion. 

Conclusion of a secret treaty be- 
tween the soviet government and 
the radical representatives of the 
peoples of the east at a recent meet- 
ing in Baku also is reported in offi- 
cial dispatches received here. Con- 
ferences have been held with dele- 
gates from the eastern nations as 
well as a number of Americans, the 
reports say. 

Agreements have been. reached, 
the reports add, for the spread of 
bolshevism in India, Turkey, Japan 
and China, with the object ‘of under- 
mining the power of Great Britain 
and to a lesser extent- the influence 
of France in the east. Uprisings

Most of Them in Repub- 
lican Party, Says Ex- 
Secretary, and He Would 
Like to Exile Them. 


Yonkers, N. Y., September 25.—- 
William G. McAdoo, speaking here 
today at the opening of the demo- 
cratic campaign in West Chester 
county, declared “there are some 
American politicians and most of 
them are in the republican party— 
who are just as bad as the Kaiser 
and even worse.” 

“I don’t say that they should be 
hanged,” Mr. McAdoo added, “but if 
we could have some sort of St, Hel- 
ena, to which they could be sent, it 
would purge the body politic.” 

Mr. McAdoo declared the repub- 
licans had blamed the democratic 
administration for lack of prepara- 
tions for war. 

“We never had any preparedness 
for war under a republican admin- 
istration,” he said. “It is a hypo- 
critical and false statement that the 
republicans are making.” 

‘He praised President Wilson, “a 

great democrat, a man of vision, a 
man of clear character,” and declar- 
ed “it is a sad thing” that during 
the president’s illness “‘there has 
never been one generous word, one 
generous sentiment from the en- 
emy.” 
“Here was a man,” he Said, “the 
president of the United States, who 
could not get the measure of sym- 
pathy that is afforded to the lowli- 
est man stricken on the street, and 
we call ourselves Americans; we cal] 
ourselves Christians.” He declared 
he said this “not because I anf a 
relative, but because I know him as 
few others do.” :

Additional Judge. 

The legislature at its last ses- 
sion passed a bill providing an ad- 
ditional judge of the Bibb circuit 
to assist Judge H. A. Mathews in 
handling the large volume of busi- 
ness. Immediately after. the bill 
was passed applications were filed, 
and since then the governor has 
had the subject of the. appoint- 
ment constantly before him. 

The other vacancy occurred when 
Judge Dupont Guerry was recently 
killed by a motor truck. Charles 
H. Hall and Hugh Chambers filed 
their applications several days later 
with strang letters of indorsement. 
The applicants for the superior 
court judgeship were Joe Hill Hall, 
Malcolm Jones, Will Gunn, John P 
Ross, Charles H. Hall and R. C. 
Jordon. 

The additional judge of the su- 
perior court is a native of North 
Carolina and has practiced law in 
Macon for thirty years. He 
Mercer university graduate, studied 
law in the offices of the late Wal- 
ter Hill and was admitted to the 
bar in 1890. 

New Judge Prominent. 

For eleven years he wag a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Estes & 
Jones. Sixteen years ago he be- 
came associated with the firm of 
Miller & Jones and has long been 
prominently identified in Macon 
professional cifcles. 

He is'a member of the Rotary 
club of Mzcon, was its first presi- 
dent, and in 1918 was governor of 
the Rotary clubs of Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Alabama and Cuba district. 

Will H. Gunn is a native of Hous- 
ton county, but has lived in Macon 
practically all his life. He is a 
Mercer university graduate and re- 
ceived his diploma in law from this 
institution. He was associated with 
the late W. D. McNiel in the prac- 
tice of law for a number of years. 
In 1916, he was associated with 
Clem Powers, and in 1917 was elect- 
ed solicitor of the city court of Ma- 
con. 

Was Renominated. 

Yn the last primary he was re- 
nominated without opposition. He 
is a former chairman of the Bibb 
county democratic executive com- 
mittee, and fn 1908 was a delegate 
to the national democratic conven- 
tion. 

The new solicitor of the city 
court Ig the son of John T. Moore, 
former mayor of Macon, and has 
been practicing law for six years 
in the Central City, being associ- 
ated with the late W. D. McNiel for 
several years. In 1919 he became 
a partner of Harry Strozier in the 
practice of law. :

Declaring that any law that will 
‘allow the state prison commission 
to place life “termers,” convicted 
of murder, and long term convicts, 
convicted of criminaP assault, as 
servants in any state institution, 
where the latter are not under 
guard, is an outrage and ought to 
be repealed, Solicitor General John 
A. Boykin and Assistant Solicitor 
T. A. Stephens, of the Atlanta cir- 
cuit, Saturday started an investiga- 
tion at the request of prominent 
Atlanta citizens, into the escape of 
Alfred Hall, white, 58 years old, 
from the Confederate Soldiers’ 
home in East Atlanta, where he 
was acting as orderly, after, it is 
alleged, he attempted to assqult a 
6-year-old white girl who lived in 
the neighborhood of the home. 
Hall, who s sent up for life 
for murder in Té fair county, was 


together with nine other prisoners, 
to the Soldiers’ home, all of whom 
were brought there from the state 
farm at Milledgeville July 29 of 
this year by the superintendent of 
the home, Captain W. E. McAllis- 
ter. He escaped two weeks ago and 
has not been seen since. 
Grand Jury to Act. 

It became known Saturday that 
the matter will probably be pre- 
sented to the Fulton ‘county grand 
jury for an investigation, as the 
county officials.,consider the matter 
very serious. 

Attorney General Denny, who was 


‘allotted by the state prison board, 


is a, 


reached at his home in Rome, Ga., 
Saturday, stated that some time ago 
he rendered an opinion at the re- 
quest of Governor Dorsey on the 
question of the authority of the 
state prison comnftission to allow a 
specified number of convicts to 
work in public institutions. He 
stated that he did not recall tne 
exact opinion, but it was to the ef- 
fect that the commission had au- 
thority to place convicts at these 
institytions. 

After the opinion had been ren- 
dered by Attorney General Denny, 
the Confederate home was allotted 
ten convicts, seven white, three ne- 
sroes, seven of whom were sent up 
for life for murder; two of whom 
had long sentences for criminal as- 
sault, and the tenth man, a negro, 
who was the only short-term con- 
vict in the lot, had two years for 
simple larceny. The commission de- 
cides which prisoners are to be sent 

Several weeks ago citizens living 
near the home of W. C. Adamson, a 
white man, convicted in Fulton 
county of assault and sentenced to 
twenty years at hard labor, called 
on Solicitor Boykin and informed 
him that Adamson was. out; that 
they had seen him at home. Solicitor 
Boykin immediately took the matter 
up, discovered that Adamson had 
been sent to the Soldiers’ home to 
assist in the work there, being sent 
there by the prison board, and went 
before the prison commission, which 
board immediately ordered Adamson 
back to the state farm. 

Parents Demand Action. 


Shortly after this incident the of- 

ficials in the solicitor’s offiee were 
beseiged by prominent Atlantans 
and by the parents of a little white 
girl who lived in the neighborhood 
of the home. It was charged, ac- 
cording to Plennie Miner, the spe- 
cial investigator in the solicitor’s 
office, that the parents of the girl 
stated that the child was attacked 
by Hall; that she ‘screamed, and 
that he ran away. It was stated in 
the solicitor’s office that after the 
attack the convict returned to the 
Soldier’s home, changed his shoes 
and disappeared. 
Henry G. Bell, clerk in the office 
of the prison commission, stated 
Saturday that the commission wag 
informed in writing of the secape 
of Hall the morning after he left 
the home. 

Sheriff James I. Lowry stated that 
he had never been notified of the 
escape, but that he had heard some- 
hody in the office talking about it. 
The first that the solicitor’s office 
knew ahboyt the Hall case, according 
to Mr. S‘2phens, was when a prom- 
inent Atlantan asked the solicitor to 
take the matter up, help find the 
‘man and have him sent back tothe 
farm. 

Already Hes Life Séntence. 

Solicitor Boyrin stated that the 
man had a life-term sentence hang- 
ing over him and that the only sen- 
tence he could get in case he were 
convicte dof attempted assault 
would be anether life sentence, 
while the county would have to fur- 
nish the money to try the man.

Following the two fatal accidents 
Oo? Saturday evening in which two 
women were killed and two men 
hurt, and the vigorous protest that 
is again being voiced by many At- 
lantans against the reckless disre- 
gard shown by many motorists for 
the city’s ordinances regarding the 
use of motor vehicles—chiefly 
against the noises made by auto- 
mobiles and motorcycles running 
with muffler (cut outs) open and 
against noise by harns of cars when 
utilized for purposes other than to 
warn of the machine’s approach— 
police officials have announced their 
intentions of cenducting a vigorous 
campaign against all offenders and 
to do their best to put an end to

Business Firms Suffer. 


Following his commendation of a 
recent ¢@ditorial on the subject in 
The Constitution, and representa- 
tive of a sentiment expressed by 
many other citizens, James H. Nun- 
nally, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the Nunnally company, 
declares that the constant racing of 
unmuffled exhausts is causing ac- 
tual physical suffering to his em- 
ployees—principally young women 
with tendencies toward nervousness. 

The offices of the Nunnally com- 
pany adjoin Edgewood avenue, 
which $s known to be greatly used 
by motor traffic, especially that of 
commercial vehicles. 

“A direct result of the thunder- 
ous noises to which we are subject- 
ed,” said Mr. Nunnally, “ean be 
found in.the fact that we give a 
half hour’s recess to our employees 
each afternoon. We do it because 
it is absolutely necessary to allow 
them \to collect their shattered 
nerves after hours of work in the 
midst of the eternal hubbub of mo- 
tor noises. 

Mr. Nunnally said that the ordi- 
nances regarding the use of a cut- 


+ Out on the city streets were utterly 


ignored by most motorists, and that 
there seemed no available remedy 
for it except close co-operation be- 
tween motorists and the police force. 
Mr. Nunnally algo said that on a 
former occasion he had offered to 
pay the salary of a policeman if the 
officials would place one near his 
office and see that the regulations 
were enforced. There are scores of 
other employers in the city who 
would be glad to do the same, said 
Mr. Nunnally. 


Theory Has Been Exploded. 


The theory that more powcr may 
be developed by running with the 
cut-out of the muffler open has long 
ago been exploded, he said, with 
the result that the more expensive 
cars and most of the moderate- 
ly-priced cars are not equipped with 
a cut-out device.

WILSON ATTACKED 
FOR HIS REFUSAL 
TO OBEY CONGRESS 


Washington, September 
President Wilson’s refusal to ter- 
minate certain commercial treaties 
as directed by congress in the mer- 
chant marine act was characterized 
as “the most dreadful assault yet 
made upon the constitution, even 
by the Wilson dictatorship,” by 
Hannis Taylor, American minister 
to Spain, during the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, in a statement issued 
tonight through the republican na- 
tional committee. 

The president’s decision, an- 
nounced yesterday, was said by Mr. 
Taylor to be a “flagrant attempt 
to set up in this country an obnox- 
ious form of tyranny Known un- 
der the Tudor and Stuart despot- 
ism as ‘the dispensing power.’

Colonel R. H. Hess, paymaster of 
the American expeditionary forces 
and former professor of economics 
in the University of Wisconsin, and 
Keith McCloud, a Boston banker, to- 
day joined Roland W. Boyden, un- 
official observer at the conference 
for the United States as advisors.

Nations Lay Balance, 
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RIOTING FEARED 


~ BY CORK PEOPLE 


As Result of Attempt to 
Kill British General 
Strickland—Shot Fired 
at Widow MacCurtain. 


Cork, September 25.—Although 
the night passed quietly after the 
attempted assassination of Major 
General Strickland, commander of 
the forces in southern Ireland, Cork 
today wears an air of intense anx- 
iety lest yesterday’s daring attack 
could yet provoke reprisals. 

The attempt was made on the life 
of Major General Strickland as he 
was motoring from the barracks to 
the docks en route to England. Six 
shots were fired at the automobile 
in which he was driving. General 
Strickland was not injured, but the 
driver of the car was slightly 
wounded. The occupants of the ma- 
chine returned the fire as the car 
sped on, and a 16-year-old boy, a 
bystander, received a flesh wound in 
the arm. The members of the at- 
tacking party fled. | 

It is understood that the miljtary 
authorites took the utmost precau- 
tions to prevent news of the occur- 
rence’ reaching: the troops during 
the night. No official announce- 
ment was made here, and the first 
authoritative version was given out 
by Dublin castle. 

Military .patrols during the cur- 
few hours were extremely active 
last night, resulting not only in the 
arrest of the Associated Press cor- 
respondent, but that of police agents 
in plain clothes. Whether the police 
succeeded in capturing any of Gen- 
eral Strickland’s assailants is not 
known. 

Mrs. Thomas MacCurtain, widow 
of the late lord mayor of Cork, who 
was assassinated in his home last 
March, reported this afternoon that 
a shot was fired at her shortly be- 
fore noon today, while she was 
walking in the garden in the rear 
of her house. 


DRAGGED FROM HOME 
BY UNIFORMED MEN. 


Ballinamore, Ireland, September 
25.—Several men were dragged from 
their houses by uniformed men to- 
day, and forced, while on their 
knees, to swear that the boycott 
against the police would be remov- 
ed. This action is understood to 
have been taken in reprisal for an 
attack on the local. barracks last 
night.

MEXICO IS MENACED 
BY A GENERAL STRIKE 


Mexco City, September 25.—Lead- 
ers of the “Communist Federation 
of the Mexican Proletariat,” with 
340 branches throughout the repub- 


lic, voted last night to call a gen- 
eral strike October 1, unless  dis- 
putes between employees and work- 
erg are settled before September 30. 
It was stated this action was taken 


in conjunction with similar organi- 
zations in the United States and 
Canada, the movement’ being fos- 
tered by Industrial Workers of the 
World, with the intention of making 
it effective in the three countries, 

Upon receiving news that a strike 
vote had been taken, the presiden- 
tial office is reported to have issued 
instructions to push peaceful inter- 
vention measures for the purpose of 
settling industrial disputes before 
the end of the month. These contro- 
versies have been widespread in 
Mexico and although many have 
been settled, the more important, 
those affecting cotton mills in sev- 
eral central states and railway 
men’s organizations have not been 
adjusted.

Giture of public funds, and assert- 
ed his purpose to reorganize many 
departments of the federal govern- 
ment on an efficient and econum- 
ical basis. In that task, he said, he 
would summon the counsel of the 
ablest administrators of the coun- 
try. 

One of the largest crowds of the 
front-poren campaign, composed of 
commercial travelers from many 
cities, heard the speech and cheer- 
ed the nominee many times as he 
contrasted his business policies 
with those of the Wilson adminis- 
tration. 

Arriving on several special 
trains, the delegation marched to 
the Harding residence, howling a 
tumultuous greeting to the nomi- 
nee, and, with the aid of the Co- 
lumbus Republican Glee club, two 
bands and three cheer leaders, 
serenaded him for half an hour 
with campaign songs and patriotic 
airs, 

Standards bearing the names of 
more than a score of cities were 
in the parade, and there were many 
banners pledging support. Several 
of the mottoes referred to Governor 
Cox’s alleged attitude toward busi- 
ness and to traveling salesmen, 
one of the largest reading: “Travel- 
ing Men—Jimmie Cox’s ‘Parasites’ 
—Harding’s ‘Business Ambassa- 
dors.’”’ 

A delegation of republicans from 
Franklin county, Ohio headed by 
a negro band, arrived in the midst 
of the seranade and made a nolsy 
contribution to the demonstration.

15 miles an hour in cities? Why is 
it necessary to sound the horn so 
often, if careful and safe running 
is adhered to? Why is a ‘cut-out’ 
ever necessary in a city? 

“If we want a quieter city—and 
we do—then let the peace-loving 
citizens help the police in making 
cases and be willing ta appear as 
witnesses if necessary. I am sure 
the habits would soon be broken 
up.” 

Mr. Nunnally gave an illustration 
of the possible grave consequences 
of the eXcessive use Of a cutout as 
follows: 

“I was at Five Points a few days 
ago, during the traffic rush of the 
late afternoon. The Northbound ve- 
hicles had been stopped by the of- 
ficer, and people.were crcssing just 
in front of them to the oppoSite side 
of Peachtree. 

“A ‘lady, with two small children 
started in front of a small car which 
was standing still with its motor, 
of course, running. Suddenly the 
driver threw open his cutout «and 
stepped on the accelerator, which 
had the effect of racing his motor 
violently. The two children were 
so ba@ly frightened that they fell 
down in their anxiety to get away, 
and the mother, thinking that the 
car was in motion, became panic- 
stricken. There was no object at 
all in the driver’s action, save that 
he thought the sudden outburst 
would clear the way for his ad- 
vance.” 

Dimmers a1~ Headlights. 

There has been many recent ex- 
pressions of opinion, also, to the ef- 
fect that the ordinance relating to 
the use of dimmers on motor head- 
lights is being utterly ignored, and 
that many night collisions and mis 
haps were directly traceable to this 
deviation from the course prescribes 
by law. The glare of headlights not 
only blinds pedestrians and keepe 
them from properly avoiding being 
run over, it was said, but it is simi- 
larly disastrous to other motorists

Two years 
later the great fire swept away 
avout 1,600 dwellings. The pbottvia 
was reached in 1915, when only 255 
permits were issued for dwellings 
and 42 for apartments. The latter had 
been evidencing a slow increase 
through the entire war period. 
Officials made a rough average of 
apartments as being the equivalent 
as housing means, of twelve dwell- 
ings. As a standard take the year 
1910, without allowing for a nor- 
mal increase in the monthly aver- 
age, showing an issue of 1,327 dwell- 
ing permits.

With the above eStimates as a 
rough basis and applying the same 
principle to each year, it is found 
that from 1914 through 1920 Atlanta 
has a shortage of 2,458 homes, 
which, at the present rate of build- 
ing, will reqwtre approximately 2.05 
years to make up. The shortage in 
actual dwelling buildings is 6,190, 
but the estimated correction of 
apartments reduces this firure to 
that stated. 

Increase Since 1910. 

Since 1910 there have been some- 
where in the ne ghborhood of the 
equivalent of 11,153 dweilings erect- 
ed, including apartments as equal 
to twelve dwellings. In that time 
more than 54,000 people have been 
added to the community. Judging 
by the past thesé facts would indi- 
cate that the number of houses for 
the period specified should have 
been 13,611, as a bare minimum to 
meet actual housing demands. 

These figures are subject to the 
inaccuracies occasioned by boarding 
houses, hotels and the estimated 
capacities of apartment houses. De- 
spite this error they are correctly 
significant of the general situation.

JUMPS 10 DEATH 
FROM NINTH STORY 


Peterson T. Heath Writes 
Series of Six Farewell 
‘Notes Before Leaping 
Nine Floors From Office 
Window. 


-_ 


Peterson T. Heath, 55 years old, 
of 690 Ponce de Leon avenug9, well- 
known Atlanta business man, com- 
mitted suicide about 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday morning by plunging 
head-long from the window of his 
office on the ninth floor of the Hea- 
ley building, to the pavement of 
Forsyth street. Despondency from 
prolonged illness and worry over 
personal affairs is given as the 
cause. The body was removed to 
the chapel of Awtry & Lowndes. 

No one seems to have seen Mr. 
Heath when he jumped from the 
window, though several are said to 
have witnessed the falling form be- 
fore it landed on the curbing. The 
head was bursted and torn beyond 
recognition, the neck and shoulders 
broken, ribs were crushed, both 
arms fractured and a leg broken. 

Series of Notes. 

A series of six farewell notes he 
nenned upon a_ scratchpad to his 
wife, which were found on his desk 
behind the barred doors of his offie 
by Sergeant of Police Gordon. 
sought to assure her of his con- 
tinued love and affection for her, 
and hinted various reasons for the 
act. One of these notes referred 
to “that boy” as being one of the 
reasons of the act. It is as fo’lows: 


“Dear Sweet Baby: I wish I could 
have seen you once more -before 
writing this. I want the world to 
know it is no fault of yours, but 
that boy has caused it all. I am 
leaping at 7:30. Goodbye, dear 
Sweetheart baby. but don’t blame me 
for it. I cannot stand the mental 
strain of that boy any longer. 
Yours, PETE.” 

The following—another note-«left 
by him—shows that he made severa] 
efforts to reach his wife by phone 
before. taking the death leap, but 
each time found his home line busy. 
This note says: 

“Dear Baby: I tried to speak to 
you several] times over the phone, 
but couldn't.”

- APPEAL PLANNED 
IN BIG TAX GAS 


Fight on State Equaliza-, 


tion Law Lost by Butts 
County Citizens Satur- 
day in Griffin Court. 


After having failed Saturday in 
their efforts to enjoin the board 
of assessors from complying with 
the order of State Tax Commis- 
sioner H. J. Fullbright to increase 
the county’s tax returns 40 per 
eent, the citizens of Butts county 
interested in the proceedings indi- 
cated they would take the case to 
the supreme court for final de- 


cision. 

The petition was heard Saturday 
at Griffin by Judge W. E. H. Searcy, 
of the Flynt circuit, Attorney Gen- 
fral R. A. Denny representing the 
state, while the tax commissioner 
was also present. There tis consid- 

able interest in the case, as sev- 

al other counties have their cases 
Onder consideration by boards of 
arbftration. ; 

Butts county was notified by the 
Ax commissioner the first of this 

par, along with a number of oth- 
brs, that an increase in tax returns 
‘of 66 per cent would be necessary

Mr. Fullbright then gave notice 
that .a further 
cent was necessary. The board of 
assessors demanded arbitration, and 
officials to act for the state and 
county were appointed. The @emand 
was withdrawn August 25, accord- 
ing to Mr. Fullbright, and a new 
order was passed reducing the re- 
quired increase to 40 per cent. 

Several days later a bill seeking 
to enjoin the board of assessors 
from complying with the oraer was 
filed. in court, and the commisston- 
er, it is said, was served with a 
copy of the proceedings. 

At the hearing in Griffin Satur- 
day the petitioners’ principal at- 
tack on the equalization law of 1913 
was that it does not provide for 
notice to individual taxpayers, or a 
hearing on an order for’ increase 
when made by the state tax com- 
missioner on a county as a whole. 
By amending the bill, an additional 
attack was made on the law, with 
the contention it does not provide a 
nniform method of assessing pri- 
vate property and property of cor- 
porations. 

Corporations are required to re- 
turn their property for taxes to the 
comptroller general. Private prop- 
erty is returned to tax receivers 
and subject to the terms of the 
equalization act, while the property 
of corporations is not subject to the 
law.

The stock selling operations of 
so-called glass casket companies, in 
various parts of the United States, 
have been under investigation by 
the national committee for some 
months. with the result that in- 
vestors are flatly warned to beware 
of any stock promotion 
having the idea just referred to as 
a foundation. In this, as in other 
investigations, the work of the na- 
tional body is given frée to the in- 


‘vesting public. 


This is just one instance recently 
many activities on the part of 
national vigilance committee, 
who are supported in their ef- 
forts by local vigilance organtiza- 
tions, in various cities of the coun- 
try, under the name of Better Busi- 
ness Bureaus.

dicted that price-slashing will be 
seen throughout the retail lines. 
Owing to its effects on many other 


lines, there is the same tendency 
on the part of banking and credit 
authorities to watch developments 
in retail trade with. an anxious eye. 
The overalls movement last spring 
was’ a symptom of the protest 
against high prices, and while it 
never reached material proportions, 
it was one of the many straws 
which indicated the wind which 
blew down prices for a while. It 
may well be that the spreading 
movement in many of the larger 
cities of people who work taking 
their lunches with. them to avoid 
paying high prices in eating houses 
is only a symptom, but at the mo- 
ment the greatest complaint is over 
high food prices. 
Auto Prices Reduced. 


The reduction in the price of a 
certain.species of automobile has 
caused consternation in some com- 
peting lines of low-priced automo- 
biles. It is seen as more than a 
symptom of readjustment in steel 
and other materials, but to pave the 
way for lower labor costs. The la- 
bor world is also feeling the ef- 
fects of the liquidation of labor, 
with many thousands of people out 
of work jin the country as a whole, 
although most of them,are in tex- 
tile centers, cities where automo- 
biles or tires are manufactured and 
in scattered places where business 
has been, or is now, quite @ull. Rail- 
roads have been weedingg out the 
less fit and the slacker, d report 
in their office forces, at.least, a 
quickened interest and greater effi- 
ciency of employees. There are also 
many office employees from other 
lines, many of whom are flocking to 
the larger cities to look for work, out 
of employment. There is by no 
means an alarming amount of un- 
employment in the country as a 
whole, but there is enough of it so 
that very few lines of industry are 
reporting a scarcity of skilled help, 
the people leaving one line of work 
often taking up another. Thus it 
is said that many former Ohio rub- 
ber factory employees have gone 
into coal mining. 

Time money continues top show 
signs of easing, with plenty to be 
had here at 8 per cent for as long 
as a year, although it is not so 
easy to get for thirty days as it is 
for the longer periods, lenders pre- 
ferring to be in a strong position 
for far ahead. as it may be that 
time rates. will be much lower by 
the end of the next month than 
now. The heaviest strain on the 
money market is definitely passed 
now, and if there is not too sudden 
an increase in demand for call 


money, it ig believed that rates will 
get below 6 per cent, at times, after 
the first of next month. 


Bond Buying Continues. 


Investment buying of high grade 
bonds continues, with evidences that 
it is to continue. It has been said 
that there never again will be such 
an opportunity to get good bonds 
on such high yieéd basis, and while 
there will undoubtedly be times of 
such conditions again, they may not 
come for many years. 4 


Fair demand for copper is noted 
in this country and moderate ex- 
port demand conteinues, but there 
is as yet no sign of the big 
buying movement for which pro- 
ducing interests ve been prepar- 
ing. It is reported that predictions 
have been made, however, that this 
buying will appear within the next 
thirty days, and that on it there will 
be a fair advance in prices, prob- 
ably to above 19 1-4 cents a pound. 
At present, the leading interests say 
that they will not sell at under 19 
cents, but small dealers are selling 
at about 18 1-2 cents a pound. 

The cancellation of large orders 
by automobile manufacturers for 
steel is said to be of small conse- 
quence to the industry as a whole, 
but there are other even larger con- 
sumers of steel products who are 
said to be holding back their or- 
ders, with the intention of stay- 
ing out of the market until price 
reductions of large proportions have 
been made. The price tendency has 
been slowly going lower: for some 
time, with premiums long since 
called off in many lines. Fair buy- 
ing is noted, however, and it is pos- 
sible that the looked-for sharp cuts 
in prices may not be seen for many 
months, although some observers 
had been predicting them for the 
immediate future. 

Cotton Prices Dropping. 


Cotton prices were generally 
lower, largely because of small buy- 
ing for export because of the Brit- 
ish labor troubles. Improving crop 
conditions also influenced the sell- 
ing side, with many southern hold- 
ers showing a disposition to sell 
On every fair rally. If the crop 
prospects continue as bright as 
they have been so far this month 
for another two or three weeks, 
the erop will be well out of danger 
from frost damage. In such a con- 
dition of affairs it is the genera] 
belief in trading circles that prices 
will go to new low levels, possibly 
to as low as twenty cents a pound 
for the more distant futures within 
the next few months, with. spots 
possibly to go to below twenty-five 
cents if the new crop. prospects 
continue favorable to the end of 
the picking season. ~

Reactionary Trend

Reports were also received 
here in Wall street from reliable 
sources in Chicago and other rail- 
road centers to the effect that the 
volume of merchandise traffic for 
the month of September showed a 
falling off. These new aevelop- 
ments of the week raise two very 
intereSting related questions. First, 
to what extent is labor going to be 
iquidated? Next, how far will the 
reaction under way in general trade 
go?

7 giving the details of the increase in 


unemployment in hand, your cor- 
respondent dropped in to talk with 
one of the biggest bankers in Wall 
street, a man who because of his 
large personal interests in railroads, 
industrial companies and financial 
institutions keeps jn the closest pos- 
sible touch with what is going on. 
“Are wages going to be cut?” was 
asked as the dispatch was handed 
to the banker. 
No Wage Reductions. 

“Yes, I have seen that,” the bank- 
er replied, handing back the tele- 
gram, and after a minute’s thought 
continued: “Labor is going to be 
liquidated, but as far as we can 
see now, not by wage reductions. 
With unemployment increasing, 
men who hold jobs are going to 
attend more and more to their knit- 
ting to insure being kept on the 
pay roll.

a day who are putting in only 60 
per cent of honest, efficient effort. 
That is a high estimate. There will 
be some men thrown out of a job 
who will get work elsewhere and 
work for leSs than they are now 
getting. But speaking of labor in 
the big, broad sense, the only liqui- 
dation I can see ahead now will be 
increased efficiency on the part of 
the individual. But that will prove 
a very important factor in our gen- 
eral trade situation.” 


Next the question was put as to 
how far the reaction now going on 
in general business would go. By 
way of answering this the banker 
asked a question. 


Note of Hesitation. 


“What was the beginning of the 
trade reaction?” was his inquiry. 
Then after a pause he began to 
give his own answer. “As a mat- 
ter of habit. every banker in the 
country asks those who come in 
to arrange new loans or pay off 
old ones, ‘How-is business” Early 
this year bankers began to find 
a change in the replies. Instead 
of the old note of confidence there 
was a note of hesitation. This hes- 
itation increased and investigation 
showed that because of the high 
prices the public was buying. less, 
The next step was for bankers to 
pay more attention to the invento- 
ries of business men who came to 
renew loans or make new ones. The 
result was to put a check on bor- 
rowing and that check resulted in 
the liquidation in retail merchan- 
dise that started in May. 

“Next, we began to hear of can- 
eellation of orders with jobbers and 
manufacturers. Today there seems 
to be a deadlock between manufac- 
turers and jobbers on one hand and 
the retailers on the other. In the 
last analysis the jobber, the manu- 
facturer and the retailer is trying 
to find out at what level the pub- 
lie will again start buying. 


No Time to Worry. 


“Th my opinion this is not the 
time for business men to stay awake 
nights worrying. The time to wor- 
ry is when you have goods piled up 
that cannot be gold at any price. 
That is not the situation today. As 
I see it the situation is this: hai 

a- 
out 
g0- 
ing to be resumed on the same ba- 
sis of the past five years. We are 
in peace times now, and there is 
going to be no war-time specula- 
tive buying either by the manufac- 
turer or the individual consumer. 

“But price lowering will uncover 
normal buying. That is the big, 
important, hopeful factor in the 
whole situation. The reaction now 
going on in general business is 
making for easier money as soon 
as the crop-moving period is over, 
and easier money makes for better 
general business conditions all 
around. Some companies found 
that they were facing serious trou- 
ble with money at 8 per cent. 
There was no profit; the cost of 
doing business was too high, and, 
even worse, merchandise begah to 
pile up. A company facing bank- 
ruptcy with money costing 8 per 
cent might not only be able to 
Squeeze through with money at 6 
per cent, but might show a profit. 


Losses in Some Cases. 


"While we are going through the 
readjustment period feeling for the 
price at which the public will again 
start buying, well-managed com- 
panies will be able to get aiong. 
In some cases losses will have to 
be taken. But every company or

Underneath the sur- 
face the buying power is there. 
That latent buying power and the 
ability of well-managed companies 
to weather the waiting period are 
the encouraging features of the 
situation.” 


No Evidence of Stop 
In Price Dropping, 
Says R. G. Dun Report 


That there has been no perceptible 
cheek to the downward readjust- 
ment of commodity prices !s indi- 
cated by the fact that Dun’s list 
of wuiiolesale quotations this week, 
for the nineteenth consecutive 
week, discloses more recessions 
than advances, the former number- 
ing 51 and the latter 21. Generally 
favorable weather, reports of sat- 
isfactory harvesting conditions in 
most sections, and a disappointing 
foreign demand had a_ depressing 
effect on grain markets, and more 
or less yielding appeared in wheat, 
corn, oats; rye and barley. A short- 
age of supplies caused a sharp up- 
turn in the finer grades of table 
butter, and a similar !nfluence re- 
sulted in a substantial rise in eggs, 
while cheese was firmly held. In 
live meats, beef and. hogs declined 
under pressure of more liberal of- 
ferings, and, though receipts of 
sheep were hardly in excess of re- 
quirements, prices showed some re- 
duction. Provisions developed an 
easier tone, reflecting the situation 
in raw material. Quotations of iron 
and steel held steady, and 0»no 
change of moment occurred in the 
minor metals. The trend of the 
cotton goods markets continues re- 
actionary, while the yielding in 


‘hides and leather has not yet ended, 


and rubber prices Jack firmness. A 
better feeling, however, seems to 
be developing in silk. 


DUN’S REPORT SHOWS 
INCREASED FAILURES 


Commercial failures last week 
in the United States, as reported by 
R. G. Dun & Co., were 188, against 
137 week before last, 125 In the 
preceding week and 123 the corre- 
sponding week last year. Failures 
in Canada number 13, against 24 
week before last, 14 the preceding 
week and 22 last vear. Of failures 
last week in the United States, 78 
were in the east, 46 south, 29 west 
and 35 in the Pacific states, and 
98 reported liabilities of $5,000 or 
more, against 80 the npreceding 
week.

Regular monthly business review 
covering business and agricultural 
conditions in the Sixth Federal Re- 


serve district, published by Eed- 
eral Reserve bank, of Atlanta, Jo- 
seph A. McCord, chafrman of the 
board and federal reserve agent; 
Ward Albertson, assistant federal 
reserve agent. Report covers pe- 
riod to September 25: 

The loans of the member and 
non-member banks of this district, 
as well as those of the Federal Re- 
serve bank, ere at a high level for 
the season of the year. However, 
it is also true that the deposits and 
total resources are ata high level. 
This condition does not materially 
change the ability of the banks in 
the district to handie the crop mov- 
in. from those of former years. and 
no anxiety is being felt for financ- 
ing. When the movement of cot- 
ton gets well under way, liquida- 
tion should begin and conditions 
should be greatly relieved. 


Trade Reports. 

All reporting department stores in 
the district show increases in sales 
during August over the previous 
month and over figures for August, 
1919. Percentages of increases over 
August, 1919, range from 8.4 per 
cent to 46.8 per cent. the average 
being 24.3 ner cent. An increase is 
likewise shown in the stocks on 
rand over July of 5.9 per cent, 
and over August, 1919, of 32.8 per 
cent. : 

Reports from wis®Sale grocery 
firms show that great caution is 
being exercised by both wholesale 
and retail stores, and the trend of 
prices is definitely downward, al- 
though some items show increases 
during the month. 

Reports from wholesale hardware 
firms vary as to future prices. Ten- 
nessee firms report a slight tenden- 
cy of prices to advance to cover 
the freight rate increase.

The enthusiasms which 
inevitably arise at the mention of 
Tech’s squad are responsible for 
this long a delay in affirming that 
Rabenhorst, Walker and Heckman 
played wonderful ball. 

While not foolhardy enough to 
compare the ordinary run of fast, 
big men to the chief—Heckman, at 
times Saturday, came perilously 
near to reminding one of good Mr. 
Joseph Guyon.. Not in_ offensive 
value nor in the finish in his play, 
but in this way: Heckman played 
right end, and on more than one 
occasion he carried his immense 
bulk completely behind Tech's line 
and around to the other end in plen- 
ty of time to do substantial dam- 
age to a Tech play that had started 
directly away from him. And there 
are not many with his quota of 
bone and brawn who can follow 
up the play of Tech's fast backs 
with any such success. 

Rabenhorst bore the brunt of 
Wake Forest’s attack, and did her 
punting. which was quite some job 
itself. considering the fact that the 
visitors didn’t make a single first 
down. His punts were usually good, 
but not unusually so. Walker aid- 
ed in the yard-gaining and played 
a good game at safety. . 

Tech Must Fight. 

The storm signals are up again, 
and the tribes that hang out their 
shingles up toward Centre and 
Pittsburg had best reinforce them- 
selves against the hurricane. We'd 
feel like advising them to find their 
cyclone cellars if there wasn't pres- 
ent one whopper of a desire to see 
the gangs mingle. 

Tech will have to fight, of course, 
but the lads who weep for Aleck 
because he hasn’t material are spill- 
ing some non-essential tears. And 
»y the way, those who mourn for

AT WORK

Athens, Ga., September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Georgia is coming back! She 
is coming back to her full pre-war 
strength and glory. And the Red 
— Black is coming back with a 
rush, 

On September 8, when the first 
call for candidates went out, some 
fifty or sixty men reported. Out 
there on Sandford: field there is a 
glorious wealth of material. They’ve 
got the grit, the brawn and the 
spirit. This combination is going 
to make things hum this fall. 

The coaching staff needs no in- 
grid game knows thee. .Stegeman, 
four-letter man at the University 
of Chicago, the man who produced 
Georgia’s stone wall line last year, 
is heaa coach and will have special 
charge of the line. To Jimmy De- 
Hart, formerly star halfback on the 
far-famed Pittsburg eleven, will go 
the task of bringing out a backfield 
worthy of the line. And he’s going 
to do it. 

Cohen Coaches Freshmen. 


Russ Cohen, famous Vandy end, 
has charge of the newly-organized 
fresnman team. Feeling sure that 
the one-year rule will pass, the 
University of Georgia, after the ex- 
ample of University of Virginia 
and the lafge northern colleges, has 
begun this fall to produce a fresh- 
man football team, This team will 
have a schedule of its own and will 
furnish the material for pre var- 
sity of 1921. This freshman team, 
fror present indications, will cer- 
tainly put out the material for next 
years team: But that’s-looKing too 
far anead, perhaps. 

The one thing you can’t help but 
notice down .on the field is the 
coaching system employed this year 
as contrasted with that employed in 
previous years. Summed up in a 
word, this is a process of speciali- 
zation. Each coach has his own par- 
ticular work. Over in one corner 
Stezgeman has the line under his 
wing, while in another -_DeHart is 
instilling Georgia pep, -and Pop 
Warner football into a dozen or 
so backfield huskies. Cohen, in the 
far end of the field, has a squad 
busy on the dummies. These dum- 
mies, by the way, have 150-pound 
weights hitched to them and it takes 
a bulldog grip to hold them. 

The material, as I said before, 
is all-plentiful. The line is prac- 
tically intact from last year. You 
remember that line, don’t you? Well, 
Captain “Bum” Day, Artie Pew, 
Owens, Anderson, Reynolds, An- 
thony and Highsmith will be back 
in harness. Whelchel is out of the 
game for a few days with a minor 
injury, but he will soon be back 
in the line-up. Joe Bennett, Tech 
High school, and Murray,*G. M. A. 
product, look good at theif respec- 
tive positions of tackle and guard. 

Georgia’s difficulty last year was 
the offensive. The 1919 backfield 
didn’t have the punch. This was due 
mainly to insufficient material in 
the beginning and untimely injuries, 
This vear no one can kick on the 
backfield material, and if the old in- 
jury jinx passes us by, it’s all to 
the merry. 

Veterans in Backfield. 


In the backfield, Buck Cheves, 
Hartley and Dave Collings are sure 
of berths. Dave Collins, who star- 
red at end last. vear, has been shift- 
ed to the backfield. The burden of 
the punting will fall on Collins. 
Jack Frost, a new man, is running 
varsity fullback at present and 
doesn’t seem to care what sort of 
damage he does to the opposing 
line.

London, September 25.—The Brit- 
ish government is firmly commit- 
ted to a policy of force in subduing 
violence in Ireland, but is just as 
staunchly opposed to permitting 
troops or other armed forces. to 
take the law into their own hands 
and wreak reprisals upon the pop- 
ulace of the country. 

This declaration is made on good 
authority in government circles 
here, and it is countered by a state- 
ment from the Sinn Fein headquar- 
ters charging that the acts of re- 
prisal are anything but spontane- 
ous acts. 

The so-called reprisal actions, ac- 
cording to the Sinn Fein contention, 
are not the acts of irresponsible in- 
dividuals, goaded by the sight of 
their murdered comrades. On the 
contrary, the statement claims that 
they are in line with the policy of 
Dublin Castle and are deliberately 
encouraged. 

The Sinn Fein takes as an in- 
Stance the sacking of Balbriggan. 
Three lorries of British troops ar.- 
rived in town 40 minutes after the 
shooting of Constable Burke, it is 
declared, having come from a camp 
two miles away. Without the aid 
Or at least the connivance, of their 
officers, the troops could not have 
made Balbriggan in that short time 
in such strength, and they could not 
have procured the.lorries, the Sinn 
Feiners insist.

The eternal years of God are hers. 

You who enter college today are 
certainly more fortunate than the 
thousands of young men and women 
of your own age who have not en- 
tered college. 

In the first place, you already 
possess, most of you, sometaing 
which they, most of them. haven't 
got. You have ambition, you have 
within you that energy and aspira- 
tion, akin to the Divine, which im- 
pels you to strive for an opportu- 
nity to express the highest puwers 
of your being. If you are like the 
average college girl, you havent 
thought yet about that. You haven't 
analyzed your feelings, possibly you 
are not even conscious of any great 
yearning after higher things. “‘eith- 
er is the tree conscious of its up- 
ward striving; neither is the child 
eonscious of the energizing forces 
within him which will change him 
in a few vears from a helpless in- 
fant into a powerful man. 

But the fact that you are here 
means that you already kave within 
‘you, consciously or. unconsciously, 
something that thousands of others 
of your own age naven't got. Some 
might say, “Oh, yes, she is fortu- 
nate. she has money and :s able 
to go to college,- while 1 am poor 
and have no money wherewith to 
vay my college expenses.” Now, 
Jo not undervalue money. Iti very 
useful in its place, and while it is 
sometimes a positive curse to a COol- 
siege boy or girl, it is more frgquent- 
‘ly a great blessing. But thére are 
‘nousands of boys and girls whose 
yarents are able to send them to 
ollege and yet they are not in col- 
lane; and on the other’ nand, there 
are thousands of boys and girls 
who have been and are today in 
‘ollege who borrow Or earn every 
ijollar of their cvollege expenses. 

No, it is not your money merely 
‘hat has brought you to college. 

some may sayeit is because you 
1ave mnbilious parents that you are 
n college. Now and then it does 
rappen that a girl is literally push- 
sd into collexge by her parents. But 
such a girl rarely ever stays more 
han a year and more frequently 
ioesn’t last longer than Chr stmas. 

am sorry from my heart for the 
yarent who has to push his daugh- 
‘er into college. His pains and ex- 
Anse will, most likely. be for noth- 
ng, even if he succeeds in kKeep- 
ne her there: but in most cases he 
vil! not even have that satisfac- 
fon, for she will cry and nag arr 
ease until finally even the most 
ambitious parent will succumb and 
‘ay, “Come on home.” His onle-hone 
‘or her future is that he may find 
come man with even less sense than 
the has who ‘will be. willing. poor 
‘ool. to assttme the burden of her 
u?port fr the balance of her life. 

But there are many ambitions 
yarents who can't eVen push their 
sons and daughters into college. 1

tchool, or because they were in- 
fatuated with some youth cr with 
society. or were jvst Mdolent or 
serhaps under-developed and still

| And\so, in the last analysis, it is 
not because you and your parents 


ents have urged and encouraged 
you to’came that you are here to- 
day, but it is because phere is 
within your soul a spark’ of that 
divine energy and aspiration that 
spoke the world into being and 
manifests itself in the upward rear- 
ing of the plant and tree; that 
energized the arm of the pioneer as 
he cut his way in to the wilderness; 
that strengthened the courage of the 
early’mariner 4s he guided his ves- 
Sel across the trackless waves of 
an unknown sea. It is the same 
divine energy that manifested itself 
in the sacrifice for 
Galilleo and Copernicus, of Newton 
and Harve and DesCartes and 
Leibniz and a million others who 
have contributed a share to the 
sum of human knowledge. 

You are also fortunate in that a 
college education, which now lies 
before you, offers the best oppor- 
tunity for the development of this 
divine energy and for the satisfac- 
tion of a noble ambition. 3 

It may be admitted, without ar- 
gument, that many of the most 
successful men an women have 
achieved their successes without a 
college education; and also without 
argument it may be admitted that 
many college graduates have been 
miserable failures. 

Experience, if fortunately congi- 
Aioned, affords the best education 
which anyone can acquire. And the 
best service the college renders its 
Students is to provide the fortunate 
conditions under which they * may 
have experience during the forma- 
tive period. Books and lectures 
and laboratories are useful only in- 
sofar as they become elements of 
and stimulants for experience. It 
is the student who is alive to his 
environment and who makes his 
books and his lectures and his 
laboratories a part of his life, who 
succeeds in college and who carries 
from the college the inspiration and 
the equipment which guarantee his 
success in after life. A complete 
application, of this principle will 
explain the success of those who 
have not been to college, and equal- 
ly well the failure of many college 
graduates. These exceptions to 
the rule, as is always the case, 
when adequately explained are fur- 
ther evidence of the truth of the 
general rule. 

You are fortunate, 
that your college offers 


therefore, in 
you the 


for the experiences of young wom- 
anhood. 

Let uS analyze, as far as our 
limited time and ability will admit, 
the nature of the experiences which 
a college student may expect. 


Experience, in general, is the 
exercise of one’s natural faculties 
in the adaption of oneself to is 


environment. 

Every college is a miniature 
world, but because it is a minia- 
ture only the most obvious and 
the most essential elements of the 
world are included. Therefore a 
good college differs from an in- 
ferior college, not primarily in the 
magnitude and beauty of its build- 
ings, nor in the size and learning 
of its faculty, nor in a multitude 
of other very excellent’ things 
which might be . mentioned, but 
rather in its success in reproducing 
for its students the essential ele- 
ments which constitute the great 
world of which the college ought 
to be a copy in miniature. 

Then what are the essential ele- 
ments of this great world which 
are reproduced by our best col- 
leges? 

First, it is a méa&terial werld,’ to 
which our material and physical 
natures must become adapted..This 
means that we must learn how to 
eat, to sleep, to breathe, to take ex- 
ercise and to observe the laws of 
sanitation and health. This seems 
absurdly obvious,-and yet I place 
these things first in the advantages 
of a college education. The time 
does not permit me to argue the 
question, but I venture the asser- 
tion that the most essential dif- 
ference between the good. college 
and the inferior college is the dif- 
feren in .the degree of attention 
which¥s paid to these matters. 

Second, the world is a social en- 
tity—an entity which is made up of 
beings who st learn how to 
adapt themselves to each other. Not 
only in the world a great mass of 
beings, but these beings naturally 
divide themselves into groups, and 
the individual, if he find himself, 
must not only find his place in the 
reat mass, but also in the group 
r in several groups. 

An antiquated theory of college 
education insisted that all studeg@ 
should be exactly equal in eve 3 
thing. Hence all were required 4o 
wear the same uniform, all w 7e 
limited to the same amount Of 


iv 


spending money, and many otker 
absurd regulations were adopted. 
The ideal college, on the other 


hand, should have reproduced in it 
all of the best é@lements of the so- 
cial system of which it ought to be 
a copy in miniature. This 
that there ought to be organiza- 
tions of various kinds, representa- 
tive of various student interests, 
and the most successful student is 
she who is alive and has interests 
and finds her place and performs 
her function in such of the organi- 
zations as best meet her needs. 

This social life tgkes various 
forms—for 1 use the word in Its 
broadest sense.\ So considered it 
involves politics, economics, sociol- 
ogy and religion as well as the 
conventional ‘forms of social -inter- 
course. And the ideal college af- 
fords abundant opportunity for ex- 
perience in all of thése phases of 
social life. 

Now, I have stressed what seem 
to me the two most important 
phases of college experience, and 
have said almost noe about 
textbooks, lectures and study. This 
is not because I undervwalne these 
things, but because | regard’ them 
as valuable only insofar as they 
can be related to your material and 
social needs and relations ag I have,

them. The great mistake of many 
college students and of some col- 
lege professors is their failure to. 
correlate the subject matter of’ 
their textbooks and their. lectures 
with their dajly lives. There ought 
not to be and I hope there will not 
be a single principle which you 
will ‘study in English, or Language, 
or Science or Philosophy or - 
tory or Music or Oratory or Art, or 
in any other subject which you will 
study at Brenau whfch may nof be 
correlated with your life as a stu- 
dent and make you @ more influ- 
ential and useful member of your 
‘college community: and it is onlv 
,to the extent that you succeed in 
this correlation of your textbook 
principies with vour student life 
that you will be prepared for suc- 
cess jn the life which you will live 
outside of these college halls. 

The objection may very properly 
pe raised to this statement that 
some men and women have had no 
standing in college either in their 
classes or in student activities and 
yet have been ry successful in 
the world of affairs outside ‘of col- 
lege. The answer to the objection 
is that such men and women have 
been late in finding themselves. 
They are successful not because 
they were poor students, but in 
spite of that fact. 

Again on the other hand it may 
be objected, that some very con- 
spicuously successful students have 
turned out to be very unsuccessfu) 
in the affairs of life. Again, these 
are exceptions to the rule. It may 
have been the case that their col- 
leme successes were not founded 
upon real merit: or it may have 
happened that they were unfor- 
tunate and unprepared to meet the 
conditions which they were com- 
pelled to face in after life. «| 

The best then that we can say 
concerning the advantages of a col- 
lege education ts that the chances 
of success of the,college graduate 
are manifold greater than the 
chances of the -non-college d- 


uate; and also the chances of the 
successful college student § are 
manifold greater than the chanres

President Appoints Mrs. 
Boardman Commissioner. 


Miss Mabél T. Boardman, former- 
ly national secretary of the Amerf® 
can Red Cross, and one of the best- 
known women in the United States, 
has been appointed by the post of 
commissioner of the Digfrict of Co- 
lumbia. Word was received here 
today that Miss Boardman, follow- 
ing the president’s request, would 
accept. Louis Brownlow, one of the 
commissioners, will retire from of- 


fice Wednesday. 

News that Miss Boardman had 
been selected by the president for 
the post came as a surprise. She is 
regarded as an extremely capable 
executive, and is familiar with the 
needs and problems of the district. 
She is a republican. She has long 
been an intimate friend of the Taft 
family, and it is said that former 
President Taft urged her to accept 
the appointment. 

Miss Boardman will be the first 
woman to hold the office of com- 
missioner of the district. She will 
be one of the chief officials of a 
section of territory in which neither 
men nor women have a vote. 

Miss Boardman was born in Cleve- 
land and came here with her par- 
ents in 1895. -Her family became 
socially prominent and Miss. Board- 
man allied herself with many move- 
ments for civic betterment. She be- 
came a close friend of President 
Taft when he was appointed secre- 
tary of war, and accompanied the 
Taft party to the Orient. 

She was the active head of the 
Red Cross during the Messina earth- 
quake, tloods in the Mississipp! val- 
ley and other disasters. In the war 
she made a number of inspection 
trips to battle fronts and-also or- 
ganized the Woman’s Volunteer Aid 
in this country. She has given up 
her work with the national council 
of the Red Cross, but is still head 
of the District of Columbia chapter. 

Miss Boardman’s parents, Wil- 
liam and Florence Sheffield Board- 
man, are dead. She lives in their
